Algerian officials and the gov-

These hints simply that Algeria 


does not regard tne Mobutu re- 
gime as sufficiently revolution- 
ary to be trusted to deal with 
Tshombe in true revolutionary 
fashion. 


Once Tshombe Is extradited,

Weather forecasters predicted 


more rain late today as the 
Chena River, w h i c h loops 
through this city of30,000, ran 
up to nine feet deep in the heart 
of the downtown business dis- 
trict, spilling the waters that it 
accumulated during four days 
of rain without letup. 


Even If there was no more 


rain, one forecaster said, it 
would take days for the river 
just to return to the flood level. 


Planes brought rations, medi- 


cine, tvohoid serum for 40,000 
people, and federal disaster and 
rescue personnel Including doc- 
tors, nurses and Red Cross 
workers. The Army set up wa- 
ter purification units and hand- 
ed out field rations to refugees.

Metropolitan Opera Company of 
New York wants to make New- 
port its summer home. Whether 
it does will depend a great deal 
on the next 10 days. 


Because for all its aesthetic 


value, the decision on whether 
to bring the Met to Newport in 
future years will be made on t 
very practical basis—the sup- 
port the opera receives between 
Thursday and Aug. 26. 


The opera company was first 


brought to Newport last sum- 
mer by George Wein, producer 
of the jazz and folk festivals. It 
stayed for a week and the event 
left much to be desired finan- 
cially.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Televi- 


sion is a confusing business. Lu« 
cille Ball's current deal with

Carson is reputedly receiving 
more than $1 million a year, but 
that is not profit to the stars— 
not by a long shot. 


The Walt Disney Studios, in 13 


years of weekly television, an* 
nually sinks between $300,000 
and $1 million more Into its pro- 
grams than it receives for the 
broadcasts. This would seem a 
one-way street to fiscal disaster 
but it, too, is not what It seems. 


Lucy and Dean produce their 


shows with most of their mon- 
ey; Carson has some of his staff 
to pay, And Disney figures its 
television loss as an advertising 
profit. 


"Television is a great avenue 


for us to enter the family when it 
is at home," explained the stu- 
dio's production head, William 
G. Anderson. "It builds our im- 
age—and then there is that 
end-plug on each show that is 
part of our deal." 


The end-plug Is the portion of 


each show when the audience is 
told about the excitements of 
the Disneyland amusement park 
or the charms of the latest Dis- 
ney film soon to play in their 
neighborhood theater. The stu- 
dio even has made whole pro- 
programs a plug by taking view- 
ers on a trip through Disney- 
land. 


Walt Disney, who served as 


host on his television series 
from its beginnings on ABC, 
died last December. But about 
the only difference next sea- 
son's viewers will notice is that 
the familiar, gentle-voiced crea- 
tor of Mickey Mouse will not in- 
troduce each show. 


Anderson, 
production vice 


president who started with Dis- 
ney almost three decades ago, 
said the style and treatment 
would 
continue 
unchanged- 


assorted cartoons, nature sub- 
jects and dramatic series, some 
new, 
some from the studio 


vaults, some reruns from other 
years. 


"We found that, if a show im- 


pressed Itself on public's mind, 
we could bring it back again 
and again," 
Anderson said. 


'"Snow White' is on its fifth 
time around as a theatrical 
film—and it is making more 
money than it did on its first 
reissue. We believe that you can 
reissue a theatrical film like 
that successfully every seven 
years. But in television, you can 
return it in five years as we did 
with 'Davy Crockett' and hit a 
new audience of children who 
have grown up to it." 


The nature and cartoon shows 


take longest to make—over a 
year—but like most other Dis- 
ney products, have more than 
one use. 


"We can edit them down from 


television size and make theatri- 
cal short features of them," An- 
derson explained. "The two- and 
three-part action programs can 
be turned into theatrical films 
and shown abroad." 


Television may not directly 


make money for Disney, but it 
has sometimes helped in other 
areas. 


"We started to develop the 


'Shaggy Dog' at ABC as a fami- 
ly television series," Anderson 
recalled. "But ABC said no, it 
wanted a Western. Walt was up- 
set about it, and changed it into 
a theatrical film by combining 
the three or four programs we'd 
made. It turned into a hit and 
made a bucket of money for 
us." 


The studio has in its vaults at 


least 40 films, Including a num- 
ber of family classics, which 
have never been released for 
television use, one of the few 
such untapped treasure troves 
left, 


"Somebody is always talking 


to us about getting them," An- 
derson said. "But It has never 
seemed practical to let them 
go—not even the ones In black 
and white like 'The Absent- 
Minded Professor'—when there 
is even more to be made by 
reissuing them for theater use." 


This season Disney's Sunday 


NBC hour probably will consist 
of ^5 new—new to television, 
that is—shows and 13 repeats of 
those shows with reruns of pro- 
grams from past seasons filling 
out the year.

Publisher Makes a 
Fortune Just by Being

NEW YORK (AP) -In a time 


when most people live by the 
motto "Play It Safe," publisher 
Lyle Stuart is making a fortune 
out of beine cntroversial. 


"I'm Iconoclastic—I get angry 


about things," said Stuart, a 
plump mild-mannered man of 44 
who feels an inborn 
need to 


battle all forms of what he re- 
gards as authoritarianism. 


"The one thing we have that 


other publishers lack is cour- 
age—or ipoinardiness. We try 
to concentrate on books that 
challenge the taboos, the morals, 
and the economic and political 
structure." 


By seeking out the kind of

avoid, 
Stuart 
said that his 


firm—founded only 11 years ago 
with $8,000—now grosses nearly 
$1.5 million annually, nets about 
$250,000. Recently, he said he 
turned down a $2-million offer 
for it. 


Among the 120 volumes he has 


printed are 11 sex guides—"I 
only 
read the first one my- 


self—the 
speeches of Fidel 


Castro, books on flying saucers, 
books critical of America's for- 
eign policy.

agent for J. Edgar Hoover who 
retired to practice law. 


"I'm 
thinking of having it 


turned Into a Broadway musi- 
cal," said Stuart.

When 
you're a winner, people with 
money knock on your door, 
wanting to be partners."

blames the two major political 
powers for this summer's riots 
and what he said was growing 
Negro advocacy of Black Pow- 
er. 


"Negroes are the victims of 


the two-party system," said 
Sen. Mervyn Dymally, a Dem- 
ocrat and national co-chairman 
of the recently organized Na« 
tlonal 
Conference 
of Negro 


Elected Officials. 


"The Democrats take Negro 


votes for granted and they're 
afraid 
01 the 
white backlash. 


Ttoe Republican party simply 
lacks the will to help wipe out 
the Negro ghettoes," Dymally 
said in an interview. 


As a result, he contended, 


elected Negro officials aren't 
able to show their voters rapid 
enough progress: "And hope 
gives way to hopelessness, and 
then to resentment and finally 
to 
Black 
Power and riots." 


Dymally, 41, a Trinidad na. 


tive and former schoolteacher 
elected to the California Senate 
last year, cited his own ex- 
periences as an example of 
what he called his party's fail- 
ure to respond to Negro of- 
ficeholders. 


He noted he was elected by an 


82 per 
cent 
majority while 


Republican Ronald Reagan was 
winning California's governor- 
ship by one million votes. 


You'd 
think 
the Demo- 


ocrattc party would want to pre- 
serve such solid support by 
consulting

through the elected representa- 
tive. But I have virtually no 
contact with the national par- 
ty," he said. 


"And because they ignore me 


and other elected Negro offi- 
cials, we simply can't produce 
the legislation and the programs 
that are needed.
